The re- 
port was adopted. (See Reports.) 

Memorial Services.— The order of the day, the observance of 
Memorial Services in memory of our sainted and honored dead, who 
had died during the year, was taken up. Dr. Hartzell announced the 
970th hymn, " Why do we mourn for dying friends?" etc., which 
was sung with pathetic fervor. 

Memoirs of Rev. Almost F. Hoyt, A. M., S. T. B., were read by 
Dr. A. E. P. Albert ; Rev. George W. Shelby and Mrs. Frances

Emancipation-Day.— January 1st was declared to be the 
most appropriate day to observe as the day of national thanksgiving 
and praise to Almighty God for freedom. It was resolved to perpet- 
ually observe it throughout our generations ; and that on that day a 
special thanksgiving offering be taken in all our Churches for Chris- 
tian education. 
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Church Extension, — The Gonference reaffirmed its loyalty, 
and pledged renewed support to the Church Extension Society, and 
calls upon the brethren, in reporting their collections, to mention, in 
conn ection with the Missionary and Freed men's Aid collections, that 
of the Church Extension Society. 

Resolution of Thanks. — Kesolutions expressing thanks for 
kind entertainment, to pastor and members of our Church and the 
people of Donaldsonville, were unanimously adopted by a rising vote.

REPORTS. 



FREEDMEN'S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 



The work of this Society in establishing and maintaining institu- 
tions of learning among both colored and white people in the South 
goes steadily forward. Last year twenty-two institutions were main- 
tained or aided among the colored people, and eighteen among the 
whites. . Over seven thousand students were in these schools. Glori- 
ous revivals occur in nearly all the schools each year, and the teachers 
and preachers and physicians sent out are exerting a wide-spread influ- 
ence for good. No benevolence of the Church should have a larger 
place in the thought of our preachers and people. The Conference 
has raised the past year for this cause over $1,200. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 

We take pleasure in reporting the increasing prosperity of this in- 
stitution. It is cause of congratulation to the friends of Methodism, 
and of devout thanksgiving to Almighty God, that the new university 
building— a model of architectural taste, and complete and ample in 
all its arrangements for school and dormitory purposes — is rapidly ap- 
proaching completion. 

We are greatly indebted under God to our brother and fellow-la- 
borer, Rev. Dr. Hartzell, for the liberal things he has devised whereby 
this result has been reached. We are gratified to learn that the col- 
lections this year will show that his faith in us and in the Church has 
not been misplaced, but that soon the last dollar of the $10,000 pledged 
by us for that work will be paid in. 

The exercises of Commencement- week at the close of last session 
were of a high order. The University love-feast Sabbath morning 
was an occasion of great spiritual power, showing that education and 
religion go hand in hand. The baccalaureate sermon by the Presi- 
dent, and the annual sermon by Rev. R. Thompson, were heard by 
large and interested congregations. 

Commencement-day was the great day. Two of our number, Revs. 
Ernest Lyon and M. C. B. Mason, graduated in the classical course, 
receiving the degree of A. B. Their orations filled with enthusiasm 
an audience that for size and intelligence is rarely equaled on any 
public occasion. 

The week closed with a University social, largely attended and 
greatly enjoyed. 

The present session opened October 1st with an increased attend- 
ance, notwithstanding the rumors of the prevalence of yellow-fever. 
The enrollment of students at this date is two hundred and thirty-six, 
being fourteen in excess of the entire enrollment of last year. 
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GILBERT HAVEN SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY. 

The theological students have gone on regularly in systematic the- 
ology under the instruction of the President, but have given the re- 
mainder of their time to work in the literary and scientific department. 
We are deeply impressed with the importance of this school, believing 
that it should be made the theological school of the South-west. We 
earnestly hope that an additional professor may be assigned to this 
work the coming year, and that next session all the classes may be 
carried forward regularly. ' 

Literary and Scientific Department—The college and normal classes 
are steadily increasing in numbers and in thoroughness and breadth 
of scholarship. It is highly gratifying that so many of our young 
♦men and women are fitting themselves by advanced education for the 
places of usefulness that are opening before them on every hand. 

The Industrial Department is steadily increasing in efficiency. 
Young men have the opportunity to acquire a very fair degree of 
skill in carpenter and cabinet work, while young ladles in the sewing 
department receive instruction in plain sewing, fancy work, dress- 
making, and cutting by pattern and chart. 

The Musical Department affords excellent facilities for training in 
voctd and instrumental music. All students are given one lesson per 
day in vocal music free of charge. Two new pianos and a good 
organ have been purchased, and lessons and practice are given at a 
nominal charge.

Thomas M. Dart Professor, for the ensu- 
ing year. 

We also recommend that Kevs. S. Duncan, K. Thompson, and 
Win. E. Shinn be appointed Visitors. 

GILBERT SEMINARY, WINSTED, LOUISIANA. 

We are grateful to God for the signal prosperity of the past year. 
In all the departments there has been an increase of interest and a 
healthful development. The enrollment since the last Conference is 
365. The number of boarding scholars has increased from forty-eight 
to sixty, and there are weekly new arrivals. The Principal learns of 
five new boarding scholars since he left for the seat of the Conference. 
Scholars are boarded at five dollars per month. This is no more 
than it probably costs them to stay at home.. 

Students are carefully guarded as to their associations; and their 
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morals are watched over by the teachers with the solicitude of parents. 
The ever-present aim is to make them purer, wiser, happier than when 

.they come to the Seminary; so that they may carry with them a bless- 
ing to their homes. They are organized and guided in Christian work 
and in temperance work, as well as in the work of study and recita- 
tions. Eighteen of them took commissions last summer to do temper- 
ance work at their homes during the long vacation ; and in their re- 
ports made this winter, some of them show that they rendered efficient 
service. We hope that when the great agitation for prohibition comes 
in the State of Louisiana, the students of Gilbert Seminary will 
be found to be valiant soldiers on the right side. During a revival 
service last spring some twenty-one of them were converted. 

Among the encouraging signs, we learn with gratitude that the distrust 
and opposition which were once manifest among our white fellow-citizens 
have passed away. They have seen that the work of the Seminary 
is helpful toward social order and virtue. If any distrust and dislike 
it, they are now silent. 

We are fully persuaded that if the members of the Conference will 
keep this institution before the people of our part of the State, it will 
become a very large and powerful instrument of uplifting them. We 
are receiving many scholars who belong to families of other ecclesias- 
tical connections than our own — quite a proportion of them being 
Eoman Catholics. 

The generous friend from whom the institution is named has promised 

,a second $5,000, which are to be used in erecting and equipping an 
industrial building. The several departments of industrial work are 
in successful operation.

Your Committee, in answer to the request of the Conference to 

consider carefully the* administration of Gilbert Seminary, and its re- 
lation to the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society, report : 
We find that upon Dr. Godman, for several years, has fallen the re- 
sponsibility of raising most of the money to build the buildings and 
support the teachers. The Society has given such aid as it could. We

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recommend that the Society, at the request of Dr. Godman, do more 
tor the school if possible, and that in the selection of teachers and 
management of the School, the Society become more directly re- 
sponsible. This will relieve Dr. Godman of much care, which in 
other schools is borne by the Society. 

Dr. Godman's years of devotion to this educational work deserves 
our hearty commendation, and we pray that his life may long be 
spared to labor in the Master's vineyard. 

We recommend that the following Visiting Committee be appointed, 
Viz.: the P as tors at Winsted, Franklin, Glencoe, New Iberia, Jeanner- 
ette, and Prof. J. W. Mougey. 

BALDWIN SEMINARY.

12, 1889; Rev. J. C. - Hartzell, D. D., in the chair. 

BOARD OF CONTROL. 

The Secretary read the report of the Board of Control, as follows : 

The Board of Control met at the residence- of Rev. P. Landrv, Donaldsonville 
February 1, 1889. Present: J. C. Hartzell, President; E. Williams, Vice-Presi- 
dent; A. E. P. Albert, Secretary ; P. Landry, E. Fields, J. F. Marshall, S. Priestley, 
fc>. Duncan, W. P. McLaughlin. The Board, on motion, decided to put in the 
treasury, and invest in a loan to the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education 
feociety, whatever amount may be collected at the present Annual Meeting; the 
amount so invested to draw an interest of 6 per cent. The following recommen- 
dations, adopted last year, were readopted with special emphasis: 

1. That the pastors be urged to largely increase their Conference claimants' 
collection each year. 

2. That each member of the Conference be urged to pay at least his annual 
dues of one dollar. 

3. That every pastor make special effort to secure annual and life member- 
ships among the people, and also to secure special donations.

This venerable minister, one of the first three men ordained to- 
gether with Rev. Scott Chinn and Eev. Anthony Ross, to the orders 
of deacon and elder in the organization of this work in New Orleans 
December 25, 1865, passed to his rest and reward Saturday moraine/ 
March 10, 1888, aged about eighty-eight years. He was a native of 
Maryland, and moved to that city about sixty years ago He was 
converted when a boy nine years old, and, with singular devotion, 
served the Church on earth from that time, until called from labor to 
reward. Father Green was a very remarkable man. By his industry 
and economy he managed to buy his own freedom many years before 
the war, and then helped many others to do the same. To accomplish 
this purpose he bought many slaves for cash, and then permitted them to 
pay him back in weekly or monthly payments. He began to preach 
when quite a young man, and for all the years thereafter lie was 
honored and respected as a holy man of God, whose whole life was a 
benediction to all that came under the mellowing powers of his in- 
fluence. Through his direct ministry, thousands, and through his in- 
direct influences, no doubt tens of thousands, have already reached 
their heavenly home. Father Green was a prince among his brethren 
lo know him was to love him. During his ministry he filled some of 
the most important appointments in Louisiana. A little over five 
years ago he was superannuated by his own' request on account of 
iailure of his sight. Soon after that he lost his sight entirely His 
wife died while he was blind, about three years ago. He then lived 
with the Chapman family in New Orleans. Mrs. Chapman died a few 
months ago, and now Father Green has gone to join her and the 
thousands of friends who have preceded him to their eternal home 
llis death was peaceful and sublime. He truly fell asleep in Jesus! 
His burial took place from First Street Methodist Episcopal Church

m attendance. Rev. F. T. Chinn preached the sermon. The burial 
was conducted under the auspices of the Winan Chapel Benevolent 
Association, Yorick H. Campbell, President, according to his lequest 
1 he Christian Aid Society of Wesley Chapel assisted. Among; the 
pall- bearers and prominent friends were : Bros. Bowen, Norwood Alex 
Robinson, Revs. Samuel Lewis, Samuel Bell, and Graham Bell'. Dr' 
A. K. P. Albert viewed the body, but had to leave before the buriai 
to attend the burial of his only sister, which took place on the same 
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day. His body rests in the tomb of the Winan Benevolent Associa- 
tion, in Washington Cemetery, No. 2, while his spirit has entered the 
rest prepared for the people of God.

Kev. Almon F. Hoyt, A. M., S. T. B., came to us by transfer 
from the Detroit Conference, at our Conference held at Baton Rouge, 
January 29 to February 2, 1885, and was appointed acting president 
of the New Orleans University. He entered^ipon the duties of his 
office rs acting president of the University during the previous fall, 
bringing to that important station a trained and active mind, a vigor- 
ous and robust constitution, and every evidence of a long and success- 
ful career in the work of the Church wherever employed. During the 
two years he remained there he gave faithful and successful service. 
A man of unvarnished and impulsive frankness, he sometimes arrayed 
against himself the judgment of his brethren ; but such was the love 
manifested toward him that he ever felt that he was tied to the breth- 
ren of this Conference by the most affectionate cords of love ; so that, 
although he labored during the last two years of his life within the 
boundaries of other conferences, he never transferred his membership 
from the Louisiana Conference, and died a member of the same. The 
college years 1886-7 he spent as a professor at Central Tennessee Col- 
lege, Nashville, Tenn. During 1887-8 he was president of Albu- 
querque ^College, New Mexico. He died after a few days illness, 
October 27, 1888. He had just returned from the annual meeting of 
the New Mexico Mission Conference, which had appointed him to the 
pastoral charge of Albuquerque, New Mexico. His mortal remains 
were followed to their last resting-place by all the students and pro- 
fessors of the college, the members of his Church, and a vast concourse ' 
of friends; the whole town was thrown in profound mourning. He 
was, at the time of his death, only thirty-five years of age. So°young, 
so energetic and promising, we part from him with a regret that 'is 
only relieved by the hope that we have of meeting him on the shining 
shores of deliverance, where parting shall be no more. He spent his 
boyhood in Michigan, where, amid many privations, he managed to 
work his way through college. Converted to God when but a boy, 
he joined the Detroit Conference when quite a young man. Later on 
he managed to pursue a theological course at the Boston School of 
Theology, serving in the meantime several charges within the boundary 
of the New England Conference, from whence he came to Louisiana 
in 1884. Fully alive to the great loss she has sustained, we extend 
to his bereaved widow our heart-felt sympathy and condolence, and 
commend her to the loving kindness of that all-wise Providence that 
has afflicted her, and who has promised to be our Father" and our 
Friend, our everlasting All. 
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**EV. GEO. UL SJlEIiBY. 

Eev. Geo. W. Shelby was born in the State of Louisiana in the 
year 1856. While young he was converted and united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Soon after his conversion he began to 
preach, and sustained the relation of a local preacher until the session 
of the Louisiana Conference in 1886, when he was ordained a deacon, 
admitted on trial, and appointed to Columbus. In 1888 he was ap- 
pointed to Grand Cane, where, the night of October 19th, he met a 
tragic death, being shot on his way home from Church. Brother Shelby 
was a young man of much promise, and had the love of his people 
and the respect and confidence of all in his fields of labor. The 
Church had reason to hope for much from him, and it is with great 
sadness that we mourn his untimely death. He was unmarried, but 
left an aged father andfmother, with four brothers and four sisters, to 
mourn his loss. The blow fell with crushing weight upon them, and 
his mother has already followed him to that bourne from whence no 
traveler returns. His aged father still lingers with us, and we 
earnestly pray that the rich consolations of divine grace may be his in 
this time of deep affliction. One of his brothers, Kev. D. Shelby, is a 
member of this Conference, and we assure him of our heart-felt 
sympathy and prayers in the stroke that has come so near to him. 
Let us all likewise be ready, for " we know neither the day nor the 
hour wherein the Son of man cometh."
